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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Applicant's response along with the Request for Continued Examination (RCE) 
filed on 02/22/2007 has been fully considered. The Double Patenting rejection and the 
35 (JSC 103 rejection have been withdrawn in view of Applicant's amendments and 
comments. 

2. Claim 1 is amended, claims 7-26 are canceled, and claims 1-6 are pending. 

3. Pending claims 1-6 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Burch et al. 
(US 2003/0219551 A1) discloses an Inkjet recording media comprising a substrate, a 
basecoat layer comprising particles and a binder, and a topcoat layer comprising 
particles and a binder, wherein the basecoat layer further comprises a crosslinking 
agent, and the topcoat layer further comprises additional component such as 
crosslinking agent. Burch neither teaches nor suggests that the degree of crosslinking 
in the base layer is larger than that of the topcoat layer, and also Burch does not teach 
or suggest that the binder is uniformly distributed in the layers.
